The charter reviews the circumstan- 


>ces under which the Independence was 
fcuilt, and refers to points in the corre- 
spondence between Mr. Lawson and the 
IN.

Now this iastrument witnesseth, that

'dependeuce may qualify, provided she

1—That, provided the charterers of

pay for all the provisions and wages of 
master, officers, crew and other things 
that may be necessary in order to prop- 
erly carry out the purpose for which this 
charter is made.

MUST BE NO QUALIFICATION 


Senator Platt Explains That There Is 


Nothing In the Document to Com 
promise the Independence or Sov- 
ereignty of the Island

Washington, June 8.—At yesterday's 


cabinet meetlag most of the time was 
consumed with a report from the secre- 
tary of war on the situation In Cuba 
It will bear fruit iu an order from the 
war department which will be sent to 
Cuba, but the nature of which is kepi 
a profound secret. 
Enough is known 


to suggest the possibility that Secretary 
Root may order the adjournment of the 
constitutional convention till congress 
shall meet in December, in case upon a 
final and decisive vote the assembly re- 
fuses to accept the Platt amendment 
without any commentaries or inter- 
pretatlous attached, 
Mr. Root's mes 


sage, if it is as suspected, would bt 
equivalent to notifying the Cubans that 
Sf they will not accept the terms congres* 
has outlined for them they must, appeal 
to congress, and not to him, for any 
change they wish made, as he has BO au- 
thority to make any. 


Secretary Root has been in communi- 


cation with General AYood regarding the, 
situation in Cuba, and was able to in- 
form the cabinet concerning the impres- 
sions which General Wood has of the 
feeling of the delegates to the constitu- 
tional conv ention. While no new propo- 
sitions have yet been submitted it is 
probable that the convention will not 
accept the Platt amendment outright 
until another proposition has been made 
to this government. The administra- 
tion is fully determined that the Cubans 
must accept the Platt amendment with- 
out qualifications before there can be 
any change iathe status of Cuba. 


Following is the text of Senator Platt'a 


letter to the secretary of war: 


"I am in receipt of your letter of this 


date, In which you say that the mem- 
bers of the commission of the Cuban 
constitutional convention fear that the 
provisions relative to intervention, made 
in the third clause of the amendment 
which has come to bear my name, may 
have the effect of preventing the inde- 
pendence of Cuba End Sn reality es 
tablish a protectorate or suzerainty by 
the United States, and you request thai 
I express my views of the question 
raised. 


"In reply I beg to state that the 


amendment was carefully prepared with 
the object of avoiding any possible idea 
that, by the acceptance thereof, the con- 
stitutional convention would thereby 
establish a protectorate or suzerainty, 
or iu any manner whatsoever, compro- 
mise the independence or sovereignty 
of Cuba; and, speaking for myself, it 
seems impossible that such an inter- 
pretation can be given to the clause. 
I believe that the amendment should be 
considered as a whole, and it ought to 
be clear on reading it that its well de- 
fined purpose is to secure and safeguard 
Cuban independence, and set forth at 
once a clear idea of the friendly dispo- 
sition of the United States toward the 
Cuban people, and the express intention 
on their part to aid them, if necessary, in 
the maintenance of said independence. 
These are my ideas, and, although, as 
you say, I cannot speak for the entire 
congress, ray belief is that such a pur- 
pose was well understood by that body."

Platt amendment. 
The 16 delegates 


who voted for the amendment are de- 
termined to force the Radical element 
to accept the amendment under a threat 
of dissolving the convention. The Rad- 
icals strongly oppose dissolution, and 
eome of the Extremists admit that it 
would be better to comply with the 
Washington Instructions.

RUTL€DGE_A SUICIDE 


Becon* of Dempernt* Trio of Criminals 


Who HM M«t Tragic Fate 


Toronto, Jane 8.— Of the three men, 


Fred L. Sice, Thomas Jones and Frank 
Rutledge, extradited from Chicago to 
stand trial for the robbery of a bank in 
Aurora, Bice alone survives. 
He was 


eentcnced to 21 years' imprisonment 
yesterday. 
Jones died from bullet i 


wounds received in a desperate attempt I 
to escape from the officers last Tuesday, 
and Rutledge committed suicide yes- 
terday. 


The first tragedy came as the result 


of the attempt made by the three prison- 
ers to escape from the constables last 
Tuesday night 
While the carriage 


containing Bice, Jones and Rutledge and 
two constables was proceeding from the 
court house to the jail a friend threw 
three revolvers through tke cab window. 
The desperadoes, securing- possession of 
the revolvers, optned fire npon the con- 
stables. 
Cewrtable-Boyd was shot and 


killed. 
The officers returned the fire 


and Jones was wottoded in the groin and 
arm. 
He died at a hospital A street 


car conductor, whose car the burglars 
attempted to boara, struck Rutledge 
over the bead with a piece of Iron, knock- 
ing him senseless. Rice surrendered. 


Yesterday Bice and Rutjedge 
were 


sentenced to 21 gears' imprisonment for 
robbing the Aurora bank. 
Rutledge 


was being taken, with another prisoner, 
in charge of one of the jail guards, to 
dinner about S o'clock. 
Suddenly he 


rrade a dash, and springing up the stair- 
way mounted to the gallery running 
around tite inside cf the jail, 30 feet from 
the floor. Climbing over the railing 
Rutleflge jumped. 
He fell head fore- 


most on the stoae floor, fracturing his 
skull. 
He was immediately taken to 


a hospital, whore he died at 5 o'clock 
without regaining consciousness.

Sheriff Commanded Them to Desist, 


and When They Refused Ho Gave 
Order to Fire—O-H6 Man Killed and 
Two \Vouaded—The Governor Acts 


Carrollton, Ga., June 8.—The nerve 


of Joseph Merrill, sheriff 
of Carroll 


county, yeeterduy upheld the law of the j 
stale and saved the life of a negro from; 
a mob. 
In protecting the negro, who 


was saved' from the gallows only a few 
hours before through the efforts of his 
lawyers, one life was lost and two men 
were wounded. 


Tho arrival of the state militia avrt- 


ed threatened trouble last night, and at 
9 o'clock a special train bearing the ne- 
gro and his guard left for Atlanta. 


Williums, the negro, was tried nnd 


found guilty of murdering Otis Word, 
a white boy, on Jan. 1. He was sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 
The execution 


was to have taken place yesterday. A 
new trial was refused by Judge Harris 
yesterday morulog, 
find the negro's 


attorneys immediately filed a bill of ex- 
ceptions and carried the case to the su- 
preme court. 


A large crowd of white people had 


come to town to witness the hanging 
and when It was learned that an ai>- 
peal had been taken to the supreme 
court, delaying the execution, the mob 
made an assault on the jail. They bat- 
tered down the outside iron dcor. de- 
spite the warning of the sheriff, and en- 
tered the building. 
They made a de- 


mand on the sheriff for the key to the 
negro's cell, and on being refused ad- 
vanced upon the sheriff and his deputies. 
They were teld to stop or they would be 
fired on, but the order was not obeyed. 


As they advanced down the corridor 


towards the sheriff the order was given 
to fire. George Bennett fell, dying al- 
most instantly. The unexpected fight 
of the sheriff and his posse frightened 
the Hiob, and they retreated outside the 
Jail. 


Tlfe wounded men are Thomas Smith, 


also of Carrollton and an unknown man, 
presumably 
a farmer. 
Thomas S. 


Word, faliber of the murdered boy, who 
was in the front rank of the would-be 
lynchers, was not hit. 
After Bennett 


fell, Word jumped upon the window and 
exclaimed, dramatically. 
"Shoot me, 


Mr. Sheriff, I would as soon die now as 
any time." 


It was decided to call upon Governor 


Candler for aid. 
The governor was 


communicated with by telephone, and 
said he would sead two companies from 
Atlanta as soon as they could be as- 
sembled. 


During the afternoon the mob tele- 


phoned the situation to friends in the 
adjoining towns of Villa Eica and Tem- 
ple, and made an appeal for more men to 
effect the capture of the negro. This 
was communicated also to Governor 
Candler. and the governor soon wired a 
proclamation to the people of the county. 
It was read f rsm the steps of the court 
house by the mayor. 
The governof 


commanded the people to disperse, and 
said the entire military and civil 
forces of the state would be used to en- 
force order if necessary. 
The rending 


of the proclamation apparently had a 
{rood effect, as many people were seen 
to mount their horses and leave the 
town. 


Much apprehension was felt for the 


night, and the sheriff and city and coun- 
ty officials decided to take the prisoner 
out of the county for safe keeping. The 
Atlanta militia arrived about 6 o'clock 
and one hour later escorted the npgro 
and sheriff to the train, which was soon 
speeding southward for Atlanta. 


Safe For t&e Present 


Atlanta, June 8.—The special train 


bearing the two companies of state mili- 
tia returned to Atlanta at 11 o'clock 
last night, having iu charge the negro 
Williams. The convicted murderer wna 
quickly escorted to the Fulton county 
jail, where he will be kept until the 
state supreme c«urj acts on the appeal 
In his case.

Not long ago American pride was 


pleased at the fact that American lo- 
comotives were manufactured and 
shipped to England for use on En- 
glish railways in a far shorter time 
and at less cost than British firms 
could furnish them. Now the British 
railroad menl are busy making an- 
ftonucements that are sure to injure 
ithat pride. They are stating that the 
•{American locomotives are far too ex- 
pensive in use. 
The London Daily 


Mail contained a. lot of material yes- 
terday to this effect 


It seems Sir Alfred Hickman, former 


president of the British iron trade as- 
sociation was the first to make the 
charge of great expense in) running 
against the American. engines, basing 
tile statements on their behavior in 
India. Samuel W. Johnson, superin- 
tendent of the locomotive department 
f>t the Midland railway, comes for- 
ward to cortfirm him. The Midland 
railway has had 40 American locomo- 
tives in use, getting them from this 
country in several months and 
at 


$2,000 apiece cheaper when the British 
firms required three years to fill the 
(Order, largely on account of a strike. 
Sir. Johnson says the American ma- 
chine, in a test under equal condi- 
tions with the homo engine, proves to 
be from 20 to 25 per cent more expen- 
(iive in coal, 60 per cent, more expen- 
fcJve in oil and 60 per cent more ex- 
pensive Jn the matter of repairs. Sir 
Erntest Pagct, chairman of the Mid- 
land railway company, supports Mr. 


and says: 


Ibe , United states they, make 


their engines on «n entirely different 
principle and with quite an opposite 
Idea to ours as to their future. In/ the 
United States you take an engine off 
a peg, as it %vere, and from then work 
it right out till it dies, giving it no 
rest. The American contention* is that 
by the time it Is done for something 
better will come along. 


"We make our enginfes as ,good as 


we possibly cavj, and we tendnithem 
carefully, rest them, clean them and 
do everything to make them last, 


"Although the Midland railway com- 


'pany would not give another order un- 
less in exceptional circumstances, it 
tvoul-1 not be correct to say that the 
America™ locomotives are not good. 
The Americans can make them as well 
as we can, but the conditions are dif- 
ferent. Ours are better under all cir- 
cumstances. There is no market in the 
English railways for American engines 
Abroad it is different." 


Sir Alfred hears bad reports about 


the American locomotive in) Egypt. 
Lord Cromer reports from thore that 
definite information 
on the matter 


cannot now be given, but that lie has 
information to the effect that the 
American engine is 10 per cent more 
expensive in) the consumption of coal 
than the British engine, which mv>vea 
Sir Alfred to say that these reports 
"if correct would make American en- 
gines dear as a gift." 


It is not at all likely that American 


railroads are letting American loco- 
motive builders go on foisting, such 
expensive engines Uponi them when a 
better and less1 expensive type is to 
be had. But the American locomotive 
is built to suit American requirement, 
which are the greatest speed 
and 


greatest hauling power. If an engine 
designed and built to meet these re- 
quirements is nbt used to somewhere 
near its limit it will prove expensive. 
There is> no economy in keeping and 
feeding a horse that is more than 
equal to the work. This is probably 
the seat of the trouble complained of 
in England.

RAILROAD CHAIN COMPLETED 


Meaning of the Purchase of the Chat- 


ham and Lebanon Valley Road 


The announcement that the Chat- 


ham & Lebanon Valley railroad, for- 
merly the Lebanon Springs .line, has 
h>een purchased by Dr. 
"W. Seward 


Webb, managing director of the Rut- 
land system, as published in yester- 
day's Transcript, caused a good deal 
of excitement along the line of 
the 


road. 


The present road has been running 


for about two years, having 
been 


bought at a sale ordersd by the United 
States Court. It was rumored that ths 
Rutland would soon secure it. The 
line extends from Bennington to Chat- 
ham, 
iN. Y., 57 miles. At the latter 


place it makes direct connections with 
the Boston.' & Albany and the Harlem 
division of the New York Central & 
Hudson River. At Petersburg- Junc- 
tion it connects with the Fitchburg1. 


With the exception of the first eight 


miles frOm the latter 
point, where 


there is a heavy grade, the road runs 
through a level and productive coun- 
try. By building a line direct to Hoo. 
sick from Nortrt Benniugtonl some sli 
miles, all the grades and curves would 
be obviated and some eight miles of 
direct travel saved. Surveys for this 
branch have already been made and it 
Is understood that the extension can 
easily be built. 


By the purchase of this road the Rut

The complainants m the 
case are Roxie Johnson and Janme 
Preston, two young colored girls em- 
ployed in Church street homes. They 
claim she flimflammed them out of $27. 


Their story Is that last Wednesday 


a gypsy woman visited them and told 
them many rosy hued stories. They 
could have wealth and other desirable 
th'ngs, and incidentally could be made 
white, if they followed her instruc- 
tions implicitly. They did so. 


They took all their money, put it in 


a 
purse, 
and 
wrapped 
this 
in 


a handkerchief, and "wished" it to the 
gypsy for .half an hour.

At the end of half an hour whoever 
touched the ring's 
could have 
the 


promised wealth and white skins. 


The gypsy took the money and dis-

Governor Declares He Will 
Veto Subway Bill If Passed 


Without Referendum 


SENSATION IN LEGISLATURE 


Representative Childs, Who Has Work- 


ed for Bill. Says He Will Vote To 


Pass It Over Governor's 


Veto If Necessary 


Governor Crane yesterday notified 


ihe legislature, through several lead- 
ing legislators, that if the Washing- 
ton street subway bill now before the 
house should pass without a referen- 
dum clause attached, he would refuse 
to sign it. This announcement was a 
bombshell for both sides, and resulted 
in putting action on the matter in the 
senate over till Monday. 


The fight over the subway bill has 


been very warm. Several amendments 
have bpen voted down, including one 
to attach a referendum clause to it. 
On this amendment most of the local 
representatives voted no. 
A lively 


fight is promised on the measure now, 
and there- Is reported to be a sentiment 
among some of the republican mem- 
bers of the house to attempt to pass 
the bill over the governor's veto, if 
it -should come to that. 


Ri-1 resentative Childs of this city Is 


one cf those who would work for its 
passage over a veto. He was quoted 
in the Boston correspondence of to- 
day's Springfield Republican as savin- 
that he should do so in spite of ihe 
fact that Governor Crane is a Berk- 
shire man, and today when asked by 
telephone to Boston in regard to his 
position he said that he had voted in 
favor of the bill and should stand by 
it, voting if necessary to pass it over 
the governor's veto. It is nrobabla 
that several of the tether members 
from, this section, ic eluding Repre- 
sentative Childs, would aJso oppose 
the governor's wish in the matter. 


The governor's reason for saying he 


would veto the bill unless it had a 
referendum clause is that h& believed 
that on such a matter the pebple them 
selves 
should 
decide. 
He did not 


pledge himself to sign the bill even if 
the referendum clause was attached.

SINKING SHAD POLES. 


PAYINU MEXICO'S SOLOiERa 


When ibo Private** Torn Come* 


There Isi Little Silver Left. 


"Things have greatly improved for the 


private taldior in the- Mexican aroiy of 
lati>," sr.id a i evident of New Orleans 
whose business takes hiiu frequently 
into the tister rtpabhe, ''but only a i'ew 
jvars ago he had a prc-tty rouj;li time of 
!t, and us lor his, pay—well, I'll tell you 
e. little btory that covers the ground fair- 
ly yell. On one occasion I speut several 
months in a small town ill the northyin 
part of the country where a regiment of 
infantry was temporarily ia barracks. 
Of course I ^ot well acquainted v.-itii all 
tue oflitvTs from the colonel down imd 
found them, vithout excetui'm, royal 
gooil fellows. Uut t';t» poor soldiers wore 
as tough looking a. lot of scarecrows us I 
t-ver laid eyes on 
Their uniforms v ore 


in raxi find tatters, half of them wore 
barefooti-d, and the other Lulf had no 
hats, while their arms and nccoutennents 
were in a condition to mutch. 


"The paymaster used to get around 


about every two months, and his arrival 
\vculd lie a signal for great excitement 
at the barracks. He did his business, 
howaver, entirely with the colonel and 
after inspecting the rolls would place a 
curtain sum of rconey in tbnt dignitary's 
hands, dine formally with the whole staff 
and take his departure. Next day the 
colonel would call in the captains of the 
several companies and give each of them 
a bag of doliars. The captains would 
thereupon summon the lieutenants, who, 
ia turn, would send for the sergeants, 
and thus the money would glida down tha 
line until it finally reached the corporals', 
who did the actual paying off of the men. 


'•How ic happened I don't undertake to 


say, but with, each transfer the cash in- 
variably suffered a shrinkage. Perhaps 
it was due to abrasion. 
Anyhow, not 


more than a third ever reached the rank 
and file. That would have been bad 
enough, bat in this regiment there waa 
also s cur^«'i ebb tide, so to speak, that 
swept a good deal of ths money back 
through the original channel of distribu- 
tion. 
The whole crowd, from private 


to commapder, were inveterate poker 
players, and by a mysterious freak of 
gate their ability was in almost exact 
ratio to their rank—the old colonel being 
acknowledged champion of the depart- 
ment. 


"After pay day there was always a 


grand poker orgy, in which the noncom- 
missioned officers usually cleaned out the 
privates. Then a few lieutenants would 
swoop down and wind up the 'noncoms," 
to get looted themselves by their cap- 
tains, who invariably fell victims to the 
superior skill of the eoloaei. The result 
•was that the unfortunate private never 
got over a third of his pay and never 
had that longer than 48 hours. He got 
it in the neck both 'comin and gwins,' 
as the old darky remarked."—New Or-

80ME SPIDER STORiES.~ 


The Old Way* aafl a Psoallarly Mod- 


ern Up to Date Method. 


The manner in which fishermen 


about New York harbor sink shad 
poles depends more or less on the bot- 
tom. If it -vras of mud, 10 or 12 feet 
deep, the pole would lie forced through 
the mud, but not driven into the hard 
bottom below. If the mud was only 
a foot or two or three deep, overlying 
a hard bottom, then the pole would be j 
sunk souse feet into the hard bottom ' 
to give it a secure hold. 


The old way of sinking new poles 


through mud is to set the point of the 
pole In place and then lash across it 
above the water a crosspiece upon 
which two men stand, one on either 
Bide of the pole. 
Their weight and 


their surging cown on the crosspiece} 
carry the pole gradually down through j 
the mud to the sandy bottom below, j 
Into the hard bottom the pole is driven 
With beetles. 


By the up to date way there is em- 


ployed nowadays in setting shad poles 
In a hard bottom the same means that 
the dock builder uses in setting iron 
piles, says the New York Sun. A hole 
Is bored in the sandy bottom with a 
stream of water forced down from the 
surface. By this hydraulic system the 
work can be done in much less time 
than it takes to drive the poles wltn 
beetles.

Traitpinu of a Monse and ilia 


Lauding of C. Fish. 


"It is a curious fact that these floating 


threads from the webs of spiders will 
take the bluing off a gan barrel. I have 
been unable to find out why," says Harry 
Sutherland in Ainblee's. ''The threads of 
the big tropical spiders are distinctly bit- 
ter to the taste, but though the first 
thought a man has when he tastes any- 
thing bitter is that it must be good for 
medicine, the only use the healing art 
makes of spiders' webs is to use them to 
stanch, the flow of blood. The kind of 
web used for that grows under the coun- 
ters of groceries, and it was one of these 
spiders that caught a mouse. 


"I will admit, right in the beginning, 


that this looks like a pretty large story, 
but it is substantiated by no less a per- 
sonage than the late Proctor Knott, who 
was then governor of Kentucky, though 
his greater claim to fame was his speech 
in congress about Daluth, "the zenith 
city of the unsalted sea*," as he bujnor- 
ously called it,' which is very far inSeed 
from being anything nowadays but & 
plain statement of fact, as he lived to see. 
Governor Knott made a signed statement 
of the event and s>ent it to Professor ilc- 
Cook, whose authority on the spider ques- 
tion nobody will dispute. He saw the 
spider shortly after &he had snared the 
mouse by the end of its tail and while it 
was still alive and struggling half wny off 
the ground, and he saw it after it had been 
hoisted nine inches from the floor and all 
wrapped up in silk. He calls particular 
attention to the way the spider kept stir- 
ring up the mouse by biting it so as to get 
another line on it. 


"And this adventure with a mouse is 


not the only case on record whore spiders 
have done deeds of high enterprise. The 
Hon. 
!}avid E. Evans of Batavia, N. Y.. 


saw a striped snake nine inches long 
caught and killed by a spider, its mouth 
shut up with threads of silk and its tail 
tied to a knot so as to form a loop through 
which. \vas reeved a cord as strong ns 
sewing silk made of multiplied threads 
and run up over a sort of pulley of which 
a dead fiy was the core. 


"Maybe you think that is a pretty able- 


bodied yarn, but what do you call the 
statement that a Dolomedes spider has 
been seen to catch unii land a fish? No, 
I'm aure I've got it right. It wasn't the 
fish that caught tho s-pider. There 
wouldn't be any story in that at all. It 
was the spider that caught the fish. It 
leaped on the fish's shoulders and bit an<J. 
bit and swung ashore and fastened lines 
till it warped the fish out of water. It 
wasn't a very big fish, I grant yon, if one 
may go by the picture in the book, but it 
was a fish, and that is wonderful enough 
fas itself,"

BAD MEN AND THEIR GUNS. 


Whe Sliort BntZdog; Revolver 


TUelr Favorite Weapon. 


"I notice in pictures <rf frontier desper- 


R'does," said a citisen who lived in the 
tvest at the time it was wUd and woolly, 
"that they are always represented as car- 
rying enormous revolvers in holsters 
siting to the left hip. That is a mistake. 
The eowbeys down in the grazing country 
affected thst kind of a weapon and would 
catch cold i£ they didn't have one on, but 
in the mining regions, where life was con- 
siderably more strenuous and the typical 
frontier desperado was to be found in full 
bloom, 'big guns' were not fashionable. 
The professional bad man preferred some- 
thing small and compact thmt he could 
stow away in odd places and produce un- 
expectedly in an argument. 


"The arm that was most generally car- 


ried by that class was a squat, ugly 45 
caliber 'bulldog' revolver made some- 
where in England and imported express- 
ly for the western trade. I don't remem- 
ber ever seeing one anywhere plsfr. 
It 


liad five chambers and an inch and a half 
burre!, and, while it was indescribably 
clumsy ami uncouth LJ apiJt-arauC-u, it 
Tiab really a very hand> and formidable 
machine. 
The barrel was so short it 


could be carried almost anywhere with- 
out attracting attention, and a favorite 
•trick was to slip it info the coat sleeve, 
something that enabled a noted gambler 
named Bill \Vcstfall to kill n rival ruf- 
fian at Gunnison m 1884. The men met 
in a bar, anci Westfall, apparently un- 
armed, was carelessly holding the lapels 
of his coat A few words passed when 
suddenly his right hand dropped, a 'bull- 
dog' fell iuto his palm, and he shot the 
other man dead. 


"Another pet scheme was to stuff the 


pistol into the fob pocket of the trousers. 
When the bad meu wanted to bring it 
into action, he would fumbie carelessly 
with his waistband, and his vis-a-vis gen- 
erally woke Up to the situation with a 
chunk of hot lead in his vitals. 


"The plan of cutting a hole in the pock- 


et of an aipaca coat was the invention of 
an Arizona 'killer' named Norton. The 
loose, lisjht garment would show plainly 
that there was no weapon concealed 
about it, and when Norton had his hands 
in the pockets he was supposed to be 
harmless, but the hole enabled ham at 
any time to reach down into his trousers 
and quietly 'dig up* a 'bulldog' which he 
carried with his loose change. This ma- 
neuver enabled him to send several of his 
enemies to the happy hunting grounds, 
but the t-ecret finally leaked out, and aft- 
er that tbe alpaca coat was regarded as & 
sign of war. 


"Of course, tho 'bulldog' was of no val- 


ue whatever at long range, for the thing 
shot seven ways for Sunday, but nine- 
tenths of the fights in that country were 
hand to hand affairs, and then the quick- 
ness with which it could be drtwn was a 
great point in its favor. It was neit to 
impossible, also, to wrench it out of a. 
strong man's grasp, for there was noth- 
in? to take hold of. I remember witness- 
ing an cffray^betwecn a coupl* of des- 
peradoes at tho once well known camp of 
Carbonvillp. 
One of them — a fellotv 


named Jack Hill— drew a 'bulldog,' and 
thft other seized it by its stumpy barrel 
and tried to twist it out of his hand. Hill 
merely pulled the trigger, and his antago- 
nist was minus threr, fingers. That end- 
ed the fifht."«W.»w Orlaans Times-Dem- 
ocrat.

Prof, fie Straxic&rast of Harvard. 
Mme. Sarah Eernterd^fe visit to Bos- 


ton has bsen- eaUveced by a very spir- 
ited passage s^anns between herself 
and tbe ASiaace Erancaise, of •which 
ProfesBSr Ffcsderdi fie Sumichrast of 
Harvard noilversity is the president. 


A short scSfie age Professor de Sumi- 


cbrast -wrote a letter to tbe Boston. Her- 
ald In which he criticised M. Edmond 
Rostand and his plays very severely. 
He wrote that "L'Aiglon" was one of 
the pooreslrplays of which a dramatist 
could be guilty and, in the minds of 
good judges, did not hold the interest 
of the reader or spectator; that It had 
no character in it that might be called 
truly great and depended largely on 
purely senthneatal interest. "To speak 
of Shakespeare," concluded the letter, 
"in connection with the young French 
dramatist Is almost—pardon my saying 
so—profanation. I can remember Mae- 
terlinck being hailed as the Belgian 
Shakespeare." 


Recently when Mme. Bernhardt was 


asked to giTe a reading before the al- 
liance she flatly declined. Later Pro- 
fessor de Sumichrast In an interview 
said that he had not himself seen Mme. 
Bernhardt and that fier refusal to ac- 
cept tke invitation of the alliance made 
no difference. When Mlae. Bernhardt 
•was seen the other day at the Yen- 
dome, she was very angry and express- 
ed her opinion of Professor de Sumi- 
chrast In very emphatic and quite un- 
mistakable terms, says the New York 
Herald.

Team of Frightened Horses 


Dodges Railroad Train 


by Taking to Water 


ANIMALS SWAM TO SHORE 


But Left Wagon With Butler and Eggs 


at Bottom of the Hoosac. Compar- 


atively Little Damage Results 


from Exciting Runaway 


RELIGIOUS CONFERENCES 


One of the most remarkable run- 


aways that have ever taken place in 
this city occurred this morning. 


G. R. Howard ,a young farmer from 


Bennington, Vr., drove into the city 


t*> dispose of his weekly product t>f 
butter and eggs, and iiis first stop was 
made on West Main street 
not far 


west of the bridge. 
He went into a 


house to serve a customer, and as he 
came out a trolley car came along just 
before he reached the wagon. The ear 
frightened the horses, which started 
away before he could reach them. 


They ran down the hill and turned 


into Furnace street, and when they 
reached the railroad a freight train 
was going by and the crossing was 
closed. The horses were not ready to 
stop, however, so they turned sharply 
around the corner of a small building 
owned by the railroad and used for the 
storage of oil and other materials, and 
started off up the track towai d the de- 
pot. 
In passing the railroad buildings 


they went between it and a telegraph 
pole, hitting both, but not stumping, 
and one old pole that stood vu ilft way 
was pulled out of the 
ground 
and 


drag-g-ed along for two or three rods. 


Eight or ten rods further up the riv- 


er the horses went off an embankment 
about ten feet high into the river. 
After getting into the water the horses 
floundered around a little and tried to 
get out on the same side of the river, 
but this was impossible, as there is a 
stone wall along the bank at 
this 


point. They cleared themselves from 
the wagon and then headed up stream, 
swimming eight or ten rods and fetch- 
in? up at the opp'osite bank. By this 
time a crowd had collected and men 
were there ready to meet them and 
help them out. They were taken to 
Ford & Arnold's livery stable and 
cared for, and were found not to be 
seriously injured, though 
somewhat 


scratched and bruised in places. 


The wagon -was left at the bottom 


of the river with its contents, which 
included 97 pounds of butter, 137 dozen 
eggs, a good horse blanket and Mr. 
Howard's, overcoat, besides 
various 


other things. The wagon was near the 
bank, and the owner, assisted by those 
who assembled, pulled it out with a 
pair of ice tongs and an Ice pick. It 
was taken to a shop for repairs and 
Mr. Howard procured another with 
which to drive home. 


The runaway was witnenssed by nu- 


merous people and created much excite 
merit. Mr. Howard was thankful that 
the results were no worse, and laughed 
as heartily over the happening as any 
one in the crowd. He is a prosperous 
faimer, who comes, to thin city every 
week to sell his produce, and he never 
disposed of a lot so quickly before. 
He has some customers on Furnace 
street, which is probably the reason 
the horses turned that way instead of 
keeping up Main street. If it had not 
been for the freight train they would 
probably not have turned up the rail- i 
road track, but the damage might-j 
have been even greater if they had j 
gone in another direction.

Persons Addressed 


SAVED FROM DEAD LETTER OFFICE 


By Being Reported m Newspapers. 


About Half cf Thosa Advertised 


Called For. 
Comparatively 


Large Number in This City 


Letters addressed to persons whom 


the local postoffice force is unable to 
locate have been comiiDs- in pretty rap- 
idly of late, as w ill be seen by Uie list 
of ad». ertiscd letters for June 7 pub- 
lished below. Srace May 18, when the 
last list or uncalled for letters 
was 


published. «7 have accumulated which 
bear the names of persons not to be 
foL-nd. These letters Will be held at 
the local office for t-svo weeks and at 
the end of that ti'rne the Setters remain- 
ing uncalled 
fur will be sent to the 


dead letter office at Washington, where 
the department force will make every 
effort to learn either to whom they 
were sent or by whom they were sent. 
From past experience at the local office 
it is considered probable that about 
one-half of those advertised 
below 


will finally land in 
the dead 
letter 


office. 


Headers of the 
Transcript 
notice 


about ">nce a week a similar list of 
letters advertised, and it is probable 
hat idle curiosity tempts a larg-e ma- 
jority of the readers to look over these 
lists, to seo if anybody they know has 
a letter 'waiting. 
But protoab!i: very 


few of the readers who glance over 
the lists week by week realize what a 
lot of work these same names cause 
the postffice force 
and what 
work 


they may mean for the 
dead 
letter 


office later, if the newspapers, which 
are in this case a last resort do not 
succeed in finding the owners of the 
letters by publishing, the names. 


Most or ihe work of handling the 


letters for which owners are hard to 
find falls on the delivery clerk, 
and 


were it not for the fact that he dees 
a good -.leal of special work the Hst o£ 
letters would often be xhree or four 
times as long as it is. 


In this city the number of these un- 


delivered letters is larger 
thTan 
in. 


most places, on account' of the fact 
that many of those employed in. the 
local mills come and s° frequently. 
Comparatively few who leave the city 
think t° leave their addresses at the 
post office and so the general delivery 
clerk must keep track of them as best 
he can, while in most case of course 
it is impossible. 


When a letter arrives at the local 


office, it Is thrown into the pile to be 
handled by a carrier, if the name to 
which it Is addressed is recognized as 
that of a person whom the carrier can 
reach. If not, jt is thrown into the gen- 
eral delivery pile. Each carrier before 
he starts out on his rounds looks over 
this pile to see if any of those in it 
should go to him.. 
If not 
they 
are 


turned over to the 
general 
delivery- 


clerk. 


He keeps a list with the names of 


all those who have left the city tem- 
porarily or permanently and who have 
left their addresses at the office. Many 
letters are readdressed in this wav. 
Wherever the clerk Is not sure but 
thinks die letter can be delivered in 
some other city he writes to the o3ice 
there, askig if the letter can be de- 
livered. If he receives an affirmative 
answer, the letter is at once forwarded. 
If not, 
the letter is kept here to be 


called for. 


All such letters are Kept in the office 


two weeks, at the end of which time, if 
they have not been called for, they 
are advertised in the newspaper lists. 


The- publication of these lists reiulta 


in the location of about half of those 
named in them. Many people 
who 


have moved from one address to an- 
other in the city without notifying t-h» 
carrier, or who have gone from here 
to Adams or 
"Williamstown, 
learn 


through the papers that there is mail 
here for them, and call for it. 


Alter the publication 
of the lists, 


the letters are kept 
for two 
weeks 


more, when those remaining are sent 
to the dead letter office, after having 
been the subjec* "f •»«»ry effort on the 
part of the office force. 


The number of these letters advertis- 


ed is variable, having been large for 
the last few days. The list published 
below ia the accumulation of 10 davs 
an average of about fi 1-2 letters a day.
